Your laser pointer uses two AAA batter- 
ies. For the best results, we recommend 
alkaline batteries such as RadioShack 
Cat. No. 23-555. 

1. Remove the battery compartment 
cap by turning it counterclockwise. 

2. Insert both batteries with the nega- 
tive (-) sides toward the lens open- 
ing. 

3. Replace the cap. 

Replace both batteries when the beam 
dims. 


USING THE POINTER 

Press and hold the button nearest the 
lens opening to generate a solid beam) or 
the other button to generate a flashing 
beam. Release the button to turn off the 
laser. 
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To generate a solid or flashing line, push 
down the switch at the front of the pointer, 
then press the desired button. To return 
to the regular pinpoint beam, push the 
switch back up.
